United States of America or the law of the State of New York that in our experience normally
would be applicable with respect to such agreement or obligation), (b) such opinion is subject to
applicable bankruptcy, insolvency and similar laws affecting creditors’ rights generally and to
general principles of equity and (c) such opinion is subject to the effect of judicial application of
foreign laws or foreign governmental actions affecting creditors’ rights.
